Japanese native dentists 
conduct 
'their business in a manner 
which 
f would undoubtedly cause any Euro­ 
pean practitioner to open his eyes in 
amazement. 
The victim is seated on 
the ground, the dentist bends over 
him, and forces his left hand 
be­ 
tween the patient’s jaws, in such a 
manner that the mouth cannot pos­ 
sibly be closed.

found anywhere. 
He is adaptable from ti reroom to 
galley, is Industrious, has little or no 
desire to leave the ship in port and 
therefore gives 
little or no trouble 
(from drunkenness and desertion. 
As 
soon as they become accustomed to 
foreign ways Chinese crews are as 
efficient as and often more efficient 
than foreign crews man for man, and 
some companies pay their 
Chinese 
crews practically as much man for 
man as they do white crews and carry 
the same complement they would of 
white employes.

Call Governm ent to Task. 


Toklo, Nov. 27.—Japan is about to j 
■tart troops for China. A battalion of 
infantry and a small corps of machine j 
run men have been ordered to Tien­ 


tsin In conformity witn a recent agree­ 
ment reached by the foreign diplomats 
at a conference at Peking. 
The Jai>- 
anese contingent will number 1,200 
men. 


Peking, Nov. 27.—Becoming more 
apparent daily is the hopelessness of 
Yuan Shih Kai’s task. 
His control 
of affairs is hardly more than nom 
inal, even in Peking, and his ant bority 
is flouted southward to the Yangtse- 
kiang. 
His attempts to form a cab 
inet have hitherto failed, and none of 
his appointees to the chief posts has 
accepted. The diplomatists, of course, 
recognize the fact that he is the pre­ 
mier and equally, of co u rse , recognize 
his inability to enforce his authority 
outside of certain limits. 
The anxiety over troubles at the cap 
ital, which evaporated on the arrival j 
here of Yuan to accept the premier-; 
ship, are recurring to such an extent] 
that the foreign diplomats, through S i t -] 
John Jordan, the British minister, for- j 
mally represented to Yuan the dan-; 
gers of possible disorders. 
The lega­ 
tion guards are constantly on the alert i 
onrt ma v at anv time be suddenly face 


to face witn serious Happenings. 
i> 
Is believed that they are strong enough 
to handle any such outbreaks and pre­ 
vent a massacre unless such a thing 
was thoroughly organized. 
The anxiety of the Chinese here h a s 
been increased by the report that 2,000 
additional Manchu infantry, a battery 
of field artillery and six machine guns 
were brought to the palace secretly 
during the past week. 
The Chinese 
newspapers print the strangest reports 
about the republican movement and 
boldly speculate on the coming repub­ 
lican cabinet. 
The list of prospective 
ministers contains the name of Sun 
Yat Sen as president; General T.i Yuan 
Hang as premier, Wu Ting Fang as 
minister of foreign affairs, Admiral 
Sah Chen Ping as secretary of the 
navy, and General Huan Hsin as min­ 
ister of war. 
Meanwhile Yuan upholds the solemn 
farce of the throne’s ascendancy. The 
regent, Prince Chun, on Sunday, with 
the prescribed ceremonies, took the 
promised oath on behalf of the infant 
emperor to recognize and maintain a 
constitution based on the now famou 
nineteen principles. All the local offi­ 


cials attended in their state robes to 
see the throne s figurehead invoke the 
spirits of his imperial ancestors to wit­ 
ness the solemn undertaking. 
The 
uneducated accept the day’s proceed 
ings as the final settlement of China’s 
trouble, bu? well informed people re­ 
alize that the situation is unchanged 
and are awaiting developments in re­ 
gard to Yuan’s proposed compromise. 
An edict cites the boy emperor’s oath, 
which is addressed to his ancestors by 
the regent. The language is pitiful to 
western eyes. 
After again admitting 
that ‘‘My policy and my choice of offi­ 
cials has been unwise,” and after af­ 
firming .the eternal adhesion of the 
dynasty to the constitution, it con­ 
cludes- 
“Your heavenly spirits will 
see and understand.” 


Not O nly Is It of Importance to the 


State That the Proper Registration J 


of B irths Be Attended to, but Often ' 


It Is of Vital Importance to the Child j 
That Such Official 
Record Should J 
Exist. 


Indianapolis, Not. 27. — As another 
step to perfect the correct registration 
of births, the state board of health 
has prepared a letter which will be 
sent to every mother in the state when 
a report cf the birth of her baby has 
been received. 
The letter will accom­ 
pany a blank to be filled in correctly 
by ihe mother and filed in the board’s 
archives. The need of some such com­ 
plete record is experienced almost dai­ 
ly at the office of the board. 
In the 
letter Dr. J. N. Hurty, secretary of the 
board, has written: 
“This legal .record of the birth and 
name of your child is of great import­ 
ance to you, to your child and to the 
state. 
The record is frequently need­ 
ed by those who least expect it. Some 
day it may be required in court to 
prove your child's parentage, or to 
prove inheritance of property, or to 
prove right to insurance or pension 
or to prove legitimacy. Every mother 
should demand that her child’s birth 
be legally recorded as the law com­ 
mands, and also demand that the phy­ 
sician or midwife carefully look after 
the matter, for their duties are not ful­ 
filled until they make out a birth cer­ 
tificate as required by law. 
The law 
says; 
‘All bills or charges for pro­ 
fessional services rendered at a birth 
shall be unlawful lf report is not made 
as herein commanded.’ 
“Women will do wisely to discuss 
with each other the importance to 
themselves and to their children of 
legal records of births and deaths.”

The importance of successfully rear 
lng heifer calves 
on 
Indiana dairy 
farms increases each year. 
Owing to 
a constantly growing interest in milk 
production, it is becoming difficult to 
purchase good dairy cows. 
It has been 
repeatedly dem onstrated that for the 
average dairyman, the best means of 
maintaining and improving the dairy 
herd is the use of a good dairy bull, 
and the raising 
of the 
best 
heifer 
calves selected from the most produc­ 
tive cows. 
The objection usually of­ 
fered by the dairym an to this method 
is, that good calves cannot be raised 
by hand, and that whole milk is too 
valuable to allow them to be raised 
on the cow. 
It is well to keep in mind th at the 
treatm ent the calf "receives must nec­ 
essarily have an influence upon her 
future usefulness, but 
It has been 
proven that good 
heifers 
may be 
reared without the use of whole milk. 
W here only butter and cream are sold 
from the dairy, the problem or re ar­ 
ing tile calf is indeed a very simple 
one, because as good calves may be 
grown on skim milk as on wrhoie milk. 
W hen we consider that only the fat 
has been removed from the milk In 
skimming and that it forms only a 
small per cent, of the food value of 
the milk, we can readily realize that 
this alone is not the cause of the poor 
results frequently obtained with hand- 
fed calves. 
The following table shows 
the average composition of skim milk 
and whole milk.

by hand as well as when feeding skim 
milk. 
The fat in the milk does not 
produce the growth in the young ani­ 
mal. but goes to m aintain the heat in 
the body and to supply fat for body 
tissue. 
This fat can be more cheaply 
supplied in the form of corn meal or 
grain. 
Taking Calf From the Mother. 
The best time to remove the young 
calf from the mother must necessarily 
depend upon the condition of the cow. 
If the udder is feverish and caked, it 
might prove beneficial to allow the 
calf to remain with the mother three 
or four days. 
The sooner the calf is 
removed from the cow the less trouble 
will be experienced in teaching it to 
drink. 
One point should be borne in 
mind, that the first milk or colostrum 
milk of the mother, and not the milk 
of some other cow should be fed to the 
calf because of its effect upon the di­ 
gestive organs of the young animal, 
stimulating them into action. 
Changing From Whole Milk to Skim 
Milk. 
The first two or three weeks of the 
calf’s life it should receive whole milk. 
The ration may then be gradually 
changed by adding more skim milk 
each day until at the end of one week 
it is receiving all skim milk. 
Amount of Milk to Feed. 
The common mistake made, In rear­ 
ing calves on skim milk, la that of 
feeding too much. 
When this is done, 
indigestion results 
Each calf should 
be fed in a separate vessel so it will 
get the same am ount of milk each day. 
For the first two weeks the calf should 
receive from four to six quarts, de­ 
pending upon the size of the calf, in 
two feeds per day, or 
better, three. 
As the calf grows older, more milk 
may be fed, but at no time does it 
need more than eight to ten quarts per 
dav.
